has been positively identified as a Soviet espionage agent.

SMUG stated that he became acquainted vlth subject at 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technology (MIT) in 193^ • SMUG stated he 
recalled that during an examination in a class in oerodynamlcs, SBUM0V5KI 
had considerable difficulty .And as SMUG sat near SHIMIVSKI he offered to 
tutor the latter, and did so until SHUMOVSKY left MTP shortly before May of 
1935. SMIL6 stated that SHUMOVSKY vould come to SMILG’S home for these 
lessons, at ^ich time SHUMOVSKY met SMILG’S mother, father and brother. 
SMUG stated that SHUMOVSKY resided in Cambridge vlth ten or tvelve other 
Hussion students. 


SMILG stated that SHUMOVSKY, during this period, 
engaged in political discussions and that SHUMOVSKY stated before be

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SMUG stated that be saw SHUMOVSKY approximately four or five times follow- 
ing this meeting, one of which was on the occasion of SMILG'S marriage on 
January 19^3 &t which time SHUMOVSKY was a guest. SMUG stated that 
to the best of bis knowledge, SHUI-iOVSKY was assigned to Url^t Field for 
approximately six months, from the fall of 19k2 to the spring of 19^3 • 

SmLG stated that he did not recall saying good-by to SHUMDVSKY 
and that as far as he knew "he Just disappeared, '• SKLIC stated that during 
his conversations with SBUMOVSICY the latter never attempted to secure In- 
formatloiyfrom SMILG and never requested him to perform any service. 

(The follovdng is SMILG'S testimony concerning his contact with 
HAIffiJiJSoijD, admitted Soviet espionage agent, which is set forth since 
SHUrfofelCY’S name figures in the discussions between GOU) and SMILG.) 

SMILG stated that on a day near Thanksgiving, Ifovember 30, 1938, 
an individual who introduced himself as HARRY GOLD appeared at SMILG'S 
home, 307 Oxford Avenue, Deaton, Ohio, stating be was a student at St. Xavier 
University, Cincinnati, Ohio, and that he was also a friend of STANISLAUS 
SHUMOVSKY idao had suggested that he, GOLD, ‘visit SMILG. On the occasion of 
this visit, SMILG recalled that GOLD and he discussed many subjects, one of 
■idilch was HITIiE'S treatment of the Jews, news events, etc. SMILG stated 
GOID appeared to him to be obsessed with the idea that the Jews were going 
to be destroyed. He stated that GOLD said he was studying Chemistry at 
Xavier University -'and had previously attended some eastern university. 

SMILG stated he did not like GOLD, whom he described as very talkative and 
not very bright. 

On the occasion of the first visit by HARRY GOLD, he stated that 
after two or three hours of social conversation, GOID indicated it was time 
to go and departed. SMILG stated that he politely asked GOLD to come again 
to sec bjm and that GOLD asked him if he would come down to visit him at 
Xavier Itoiverslty, 


SMILG stated that approximately two months later GOLD again appeared 
at his home unexpectedly at which time he and GOLD discussed various things 
such as GOLD’S school wcark, chemistry, etc. SMILG stated that GOLD made 
approximately three visits to his hosne and that each was unexpected and 
never was any arrangeiaent made for a future meeting. When asked as to 
whether GOID bad ifret requested any information from bim, SMUG stated, 

"He bod the in^presslon that I was a very capable, outstanding engineer 
and that it was a pity that it wasn't being used to fi^t HITIER. 1 have 
the impression that possibly he might have wanted me -- I would not ssy 
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suggested but he vanted — that I ought to go to Russia and help Russia 
fight HITIER.'* 

During their conversations SMUG stated that GOLD mentioned sev- 
eral tines that be vas a friend of SHUMOVSKf and that on one occasion he 
drove GOLD from his home to the bus station in Dayton, and idaen they 
arrived there G01I> said sooething to SMUG, in effect as follows: I don't 
think you believe I am a friend of SHUMOVSKf. SMUG stated he said, "Why 
no. you said you are a friend of SHUMOVSKf and I have no reason to doubt 
it." SMUG stated that GOLD then "pulled out a receipt, a i^otostat of a 
receipt, and said, 'This should prove to you that I really an a friend of 
SHUMOVSKy, SMIIG stated that he looked at the receipt end it was a 
photostatic copy of a receipt he had given SHUMOVSKY years before. SMUG 
stated that he said, "What difference does it make?" Whereupon GOLD replied, 
"I want you to believe I am," 


SMTTG stated that GOLD never mentioned what bis relationship with 
SHUMDVSKY was nor did he indicate that SHUMOVSKY was doing anything t2iat he 
should not he doing. 

■ SMILG stated that after the visit idxen GOID showed him the receipt, 
he did not. see GOLD for some time and then suddenly GOLD appeared again at 
his iresidence at which time they talked for a short period of time, then 
GOID departed. SMIIG stated he never saw GOLD following this meeting.

Concerning these visits by GOLD, SMIIG stated that when he met 
SHUMOVSKY in the fall of 1942 he could not remember GOLD'S name, but he 
said to SHUMOVSKY, "Sozae guy cazae around who said he vas a friend of yours. 
Do you know anything about bin?" SMUG stated SHUIOVSKY “gave me the 
impression that be did not know lAio it vas and Just shrugged it off and I 
forgot about it, and 1 never thought of GOLD again until hia exposure." 


SMIIG testified that In this discussion with SHUMOVSKY he does 
not believe that he mentioned GOLD'S shoving him the receipt. 


SMUG testified further that at the time of his contacts with 
harry GOID he did not know SHUMOVSKY was "doing anything he shouldn't 
be doing" and that, "I still don't think so."

ABCTNISTRATrVE PACS 


It Is epperent from the above testiiaony of SMUG as veil as from 
the information fvimlBhed by HARRY GOLD, that the receipts given by SMILG 
to SHUMOVSKY vere either retained by SHUMOVSKY or the Amtorg Trading 
Corporation and thereafter used In an effort to Induce SMILG to fvtrnlsh 
Information to the Soviets. ^ 

It vlll be recalled that according to HARRY GOLD, he vas dir- 
ected by his Soviet superior to contact SMILG In an effort to develop him 
as a source of information and GOLD was furnished the photostatic copies 
of receipts by his Soviet superior. 

Since instant report contains Infarmatlon of general Interest 
In the Intelligence field, Information copies are being furnished the 
tiev York, San Francisco, Washington Field, and Philadelphia Offices in 
accordance vith Bureau instructions. 

No leads are being set forth in this report; however a report will 
be submitted In the near future.
